The pace in the Maine Legisla- 
ture is hectic, requiring careful 
orchestration of leadership to see 
that each day’s calendar is dealt 
with as expeditiously as possible, 
with few items being postponed. 
The sessions are long, and despite 
the controversial nature of many 
of the bills, Rep, Saunders feels 
that members of the House are 
using diserction in limiting de- 
bafe. The Special Session may 
finish up by the week end of April 
9, and both political parties. re- 
cently held receptions for their 
respective leaders, and the women 
legislators met for dinner, . 

Lengthy and emotional debate 
did take place on a proposed re- 
vision of the Maine Criminal Code, 
implementation of which has 
been postponesi until May 1, 1976. 
The sections under discussion 
concerned an jadividual’s right to 
use “deadly force” — action that 
kills or inflicts serious bodily in- 
jury—in defending his home ag- 
ainst an intruder bent on crime, 
Maine law since the 19th century 
provided the basis for the provis- 
fons in the revised Criminal Code 
which allow an individual to pur- 
sue such a course only if someone 
in the household is threatened 
with death or bodily harm. The 
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Code was criticized for not al 
lowing similar action where an 
individual’s property was threat- 
ened. Some residents apparently 
felt that defending one’s home in- 
cluded the right to “shoot first 
and ask questions Jater’, The 
House, including Rep, Saunders, 
voted to accept the Judiciary 
Committee’s Majority Report 
which recommended that deadly 
force be used in cases of threat 
of death or bodily harm, after a 
warning is issued to the intrud- 
er, 

The House passed a resolution 
criticizing the Defense Depart- 
ment’s decision to award a mach- 
ine gun contract to a Belgian 
firm rather than to Saco’s Mare- 
mont Corporation, and sent the 
resolution to Maine’s Congression- 
al delegation, to be forwarded to 
the President and the Dept. of 
Defense, 

Maine's Fish and Game Jaws 
came up for review in the House. 
Stiffer penalties for the negligent 
shooting of domestic animals were 
approved and a pheasant stamp 
for pheasant hunters age 16 and 
over was established, Revenues 
from the pheasant stamp will go 
to defray the cost of the state 
pheasant raising program. Some 
amendments to the bill including 
the reduction of the snowmobile 
registration fee by $1.50, and the 
return of a portion of the snow- 
mobile registration fee to the own: 
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er's county if he is from an un- 
organized territory. Under present 
law the refund goes to the own- 
er’s municipality, with the refunds 
for unorganized territory residents 
going to the state, 


The powers of the now abolish- 
ed Executive Council are being 
assigned by legislative action, The 
bill which would give the Gover. 
nor the job of naming all top ap- 
pointees for confirmation by the 
legislative committee concerned 
with the particular appointee’s de- 
partment and final confirmation 
by the Senate, was given initial 
approval, This will go into effect 
in 1977, An amendment which 
would allow appointees to serve 
only as long as the governor ap- 
pointing them was in office fail. 
ed to pass, ° 


The bill which would have ere- 
ated a Division of Travel Inform- 
ation through an increase in rooms 
and meals tax, although passed 
March 24 in the House, was killed 
in the Senate, 

Members of the Legislature re- 
ceived an appeal from the Gover- 
nor in February to assist in the 
recruifment of candidates for el-, 
ected office. Apparently he didn’t’ 
need much help, since as of Ap- 
ril 3, there were 56 Independents 
registered to run for the Legisla- 
ture, including the Governor's 
sister.
